The answer of the defendant, Blaine Elkins, to the amended bill 
of complaint filed in the above entitled cause, req>ectfully represents 
to the court as follows: 

1. Defendant admits that the plaintiff is a citizen of the United 
States and a resident of the District of Columbia. 

2. Defendant admits he is a citizen of the United States and a 
resident of the District of Columbia. Defendant has no knowledge 
as to the statements contained in said bill of complaint concerning 
the residence of a Frankie Miller. 

3. Defendant admits that he and the plaintiff were lawfully mar¬ 
ried in Cincinnati, Ohio, January 28th, 1908, and that there has been 
bom as a result of said marriage one child whose name is Stephen B. 
Elkins, III, who is four years of age. 

4. Answering the allegations contained in the fourth paragraph 
of said bill of complaint, this defendant denies the commission by 
him of acts of adultery with a so-called Frankie Miller within the 
District of Columbia, or at any other place, and further says that he 
does not know anybody whose name is Frankie Miller. As to the 
statements contained in the said fourth paragraph of said bill of 
complaint, concerning his alleged relations with people whose names 
are not given, this defendant demands strict proof thereof, if the 
same be deemed material. 

Further answering, this defendant says that Plaintiff’s conduct 
towards defendant has been such that he submits she ought not to be 
allowed the relief prayed and, on information and belief, he avers 
that her conduct with men at times has been so indiscreet that he 
ought not to be required to pay alimony and counsel fees. 

5. Answering the allegations contained in the fifth paragraph of 
said bill of complaint, this defendant says that shortly after the 
original summons in this cause was served upon him, he employed 
counsel and placed the matter of his defense in the hands of counsel, 
but he has been advised, from time to time, since that the matter
